EDUCATION. 


FARMERS’ TROUBLES. 


WORKERS* HOURS, SUMMER 
TIME, AND TAXATION. 


The second joint conference of representatives 
of the English, Irish, and Scottish Farmers’ 
Unions was held st Glasgow. 

The actioh of the British Government ai the 
International Labour Conference at Geneva in 
opposing the French Government's motion for 
the deletion from the agenda of the question 
of working hours in agriculture was condemyed, 
and it was stated that the explanations given 
by the Ministry of Agriculture were considered 
very unsatisfactory. The conference decided to 
represent, in view of the favourable experience 
regarding health in agrieultural employm sut,ihat 
the present rate of contributions under National 
Health Insurance be reduced in the caso ' of 
agricultural workers. 

ft was also decided to call for immediate 
action for equitable adjustment of lecal taxation, 
which was considered to bear very harshly at 
present on the agricultural community. 

The conference again recorded its copviction 
that the re-inireodution of summer time woukl be 
extremely detrimental to agriculture. The Irish 
Union waé congratulated on the appointment of 
their vice-president as the first Minister of Agri- 
culture by the Irish Free Staie. 


AN UNCOLLECTED MOTOR TAX, 


The difficulty of enforcing the meétor licensing 
tax in Ireland was mentioned in a ease heard 
at Dupdalk Petty Sessions.. Bernard Neary, 
Whiterath, wes prosecuted for using a 
motor car without having paid the licence tax 
under the Fimanee Act. 

Me J. B. Hamill, who represented the defen- 
dant. applied for an adjournment, stating that 
his client had paid the tax on a large car, but 
had sold ihe smaller one, and he believed that 
it was the person who had bought it that should 
pay. An applieation had been made.by the de- 
fendant in regard to the tax, but the car was 
then sold. They wanted an adjournment to try 
and trace the owner of the car now. 

The Chairman (Mr. C. H. Robinson, R.M.), 
said the case was one of considerable difficulty. 
At the present time that Court functioned en- 
tirely with the sanction and au i the 
-Provisional Government, which f d en- 
tirely with the sanction of Dail Eireann. This 
was a tax entirely imposed by the British 
Government on motor cars, payable into En 
lish revenue, and collected by the police. t 
seemed to nim—he might be wrong—-that there 
would. be a consi le difficulty in getting a 
decree for this English tax, rae

A-MOTOR SHOW FOR 
IRELAND. 
Jbash, sheahih 


The suggestion made a week or iwo back 
in this journal that Ireland would probably 
háve a motor show of her own. has been 
Guickly followed by the announcement. that 
ths Roval Irish Automobile Club and Irish 
motor traders have arranged to hold an inter- 
national show in Dublin during February of 
next year, while there has also been a sugges- 
tion that the Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders should arrange a show. 

lt is interesting to notice that the show of 
next February is to be an international onc. 
lt is to be hoped, with some reason, that the 
show will attract motor makers from beyond 
the confines of England and Ireland. Oon- 
tinental makers are becoming very interested 
iu the markets of these islands in spite of the 
iax barriers against them, and they have some- 
thing good to show. i 

Ireland now has tariff questions in her own 
hands, and if she sees no reason bus impose 
duties of her own n motor ears from over- 
geas, Aes Be vehicles of al! kinds should be much 
chéaper here than in England. Jf wiedom pre- 
vails, Ireland will preserve that stato of affairs, 
for it is much more important to cheaper 
transport, such a great facvor in a country’s “le- 
velopment, than to seck to raise industries arti- 
fically in a hothouse atmosphere. 


SIDECAR SUBSTITUTES. 

The opinions of Sir Herbert Ausiin, head of 
the Austin Motor Company, are.so often right, 
and are characterised by such sound observa- 
tion, that his remarks on the question of sidecar 
versus cyclecar are of special interest. In his 
opinion the disappearance of the sidecar is near 
at hand. 

He recognises that the sidecar is nowadays 
bought as part of a motor for two or for three, 
and not merely as something attachable to a 
solo machine, and predicts that at a price within 
a few pounds of the cost of the combination 
there will be put upon the market a vehicle 
requiring no more garage accommodation, and 
possessing a decent grip of the roads. — 

It may be said that the first desderatum 
has already been secured, but there 
is some doubt about the second, for 
a number of cyclecars have no the 
same secure grip of the road as the com- 
bination possesses. However, that considera- 
tion is not one that is likely to delay long the 
passing of the sidecar. 


SELLING BY PLACARD. 

A flutter of excitement and interest was 
created recently in a big English Midland city 
by the appearance of a car, outside an hotel, 
bearing a placard indicating that it was for 
sale, and stating its features and merits. It 
struck one as an excellent way of selling a car, 
till the novelty of the idea wears off, at all 
evenis. 

Paris is reported tó be about to experiment 
in traffic signalling by means of coloured lamps. 
It is but another instance of an attempt to 
introduce long-called-for methods. of traffic 
management, and it is really strange that one 
aout have to regard it as anything novel. 
Road traffic in many places now resembles rail 
traffic in its need fér ordered control, and it is 
a sphere: in which Ireland may well lead the 
way. Svstematie control will certainly have to 
come, and ‘it is fat better to start systematically 
than to have to introduce system. into a set of 
conditions which developed in a haphazard 
fashion. fe, 

The new condition of affairs in the country 1s 
already having. its effect. in rapid development of 
motoring, and in a country. comparatively badly 
served by railways motoring should reach a re- 
markable ‘stage of ators preg Those with 
their fingers on the pulse of the motor trade in 
Englind are noting a well-defined new call for 
cars and other forms of the motor from this 
country, and it is evident that some big: busi- 
nese will shortly be in progress. There is much 
leeway to make up and a big gap to be filled. 
Our traders will, no doubt, make hay while the 
sun is shining in regard to home wants, while 
the tourist traffic also should make things brisk 
in the motor world.

But the beauty he sings about, we find, is 
all of outlook. Marvellous artists work 
to make this beauty for him: “The 
glancing rain,” “the leaping sun,” “the 
wizatd moon,” and “the army of the 
stars” transform the barren scene until 
he ends in contentment, 

Of days and seasong doth puffice.” 

But we who live so much within walls, 
where all that can come of nature is 
sunlight and, perhaps, a few flowers, 
realise that it is up to us to tarn to and 
do a little of the transforming work our- 
selves. ' | 

We all have an ingrained eraving for 


self-expression, we might say for beauty, |, 


but that what is to one so completely 
satisfying may fall far short, or be a 
negation, of the equal, if different culture 
of others. Still the hunger for beauty is 
with us all, and we satisfy it with such 
fare as is provided or allowed by our 
times and environment. 

In Dublin of recent years this has been 
of the scantiest—the usual war-time fare 
of “substitutes.’’ But, though we have 
nearly starved the Beanty instead of the 
Beast in our particular “sorry scheme of 
things entire,’’ we can still ge back to 
the old fable-story for the mmral and in- 
spiration. 

G. K. Chesterton tells us that William 
Morris, who sought to overcome the 
ugliness of modern daily: life and things 
im common use, was cramped and baulked 
as a reformer because he hated the thing 
he would reform. And we know it was 
Beauty's love for the Beast that trans- 
formed him. 


SIMPLICITY. 


Every home-maker starts with that 
great equipment—love for that she would 
reform—but it brings its own dangers. 
Dr. Wrench, at one time Assistant Master 
to our Rotunda Hospital, pleads on the 
score of women’s health for greater sim- 
plicity in the home, which over-anxiety 
and care has elaborated to the destruction 
of its peace. He draws attention to the 
“extraordinary paraphernalia’’ of pre- 
paration, utensils, etc., that must be em- 
ployed before a modern dinner can be 
served, and its cost in wear and tear to the 
nerves of the mistress of the house, 

It is true that women are extremely 
reckless of their own labour, and the 
labour of others, in the upkeep of the 
conventions of life, but the dinner has 
been so long man's shrine that it took 
some courage and a doctor to suggest its 
simplification! Dr. Wrench goes on to a 
sensible denunciation of the woman who 
is “possessed by her possessions,’ and 
adds: “It is far better to be proud of 
one’s taste in arrangement, and re- 
arrangement, the mastery, in short, of a 
limited number of things, than merely to 
be proud of the cost, the workmanship, 
the skill, and the glitter of one’s pos- 
sessions. '' : 

At least we can see to it that our things 
of utility are as shapely and beautiful as 
possible. “It was with some such idea 
that some ladies started the “Crock. of

But ‘we are not at a loss for artists in 
Dublin. It is rather they who cannot find 
a public. Mr. George Atkinson, of the 
Metropolitan School of Art, speaking at 
the United Arte Club, recently complained, 
with justice, of the scant encouragement 
given to the Arts and Crafts. He regretted 
the incubus of the antique, and suggested 
inspiration in modern needs, 

Certainly, now is the time for the en- 
couragement of art and artists, and one 
hopes that the Ministry of Fine Arts will 
see some way of adequately subsidising 
the efforts that are being made to train 
students to produce things of beauty 
in wood-carving, metal work, artistic 
enamelling, leather work, stained glass 
work, and such arts and crafts. 

Many names come to mind when we 
pause to think of those working in de- 
corative art in Dublin—the Craftworkers’ 
Guild in Harcourt street, where one hears 
of a departure in mirrors; Mr. Harry 
Clarke, with his distinctive black and 
white and wonderful stained glass work ; 
Miss Purser, too well known to mention, 
except that it is said she is thinking of 
bringing out stained glass screens ; Colonel 
Johnson, who, at Enniscorthy, is experi- 
menting with Celtic design in pottery very 
successfully ; the work of Miss MacUor- 
mack, and the beautiful carpet-workers 
under Miss Gleeson, of the “ Dun Emer” 
Guild. Is it too much that such artists 
should be encouraged ? 

No. artistically-minded person can live 
in a house that is not in some way beauti- 
ful. The way to beautify it is through 
things that last, things that suit their 
purpose, and things that in themselves 
are a joy to look at, and, above all, we 
must not forget, “ L’ennwi du beau améné le 
culte du singulier.”’ 

Of house decoration itself nothing has 
been said since Dr. Wrench attracted us 
to side issues. But workers for this are 
available, and will be dealt with at another 
time. We are all glad to note that Mr. 
Cosgrave intends the Irish Free State 
providence to cover better-class houses than 
was at first suggested. The mushroom 
growth of rickety and confined structures 
that are springing up to meet the housing 
needs of London should never be per- 
petrated here, nor should the impertinent 
ctoss-questioning of the wouldxbe occupier 
be allowed, as it is there. We are pulling 
down so much in Dublin that what wa do 
erect should have every reason for its per- 
manent existence,

SERVANT PROBLEM.

GOOD NEWS FOR WORRIED 
HOUSEKEEPERS, 


The domestic servant problem has always been 
a difficult one in Ireland, as, indeed, it has been 
in almost every country. Will the burden which 
servant-ceeking involves be any easier in the 
future than it has been in the past? 

In recent years housewives found it extremely 
difficult to secure the class of servants they 
desired. Girls, after a short domestic training 
in frish homes, invariably ht employment 
in England and other places w the demand 
for servants was very keen. ; 

There is evidence now that an improvement 
has sét in in this direction. It is difficult to 
trace the cause of the improvement—it may 
be that the altered conditions in this country, 
with the possibility of better things under the 
Free State Government, has something to do 
with it—but the fact remaing that many girls 
engaged in domestic service in England are 
returning to this country. 

They are anxious to secure employment in 
their own country and among their own .. 
Another. important factor to be noted in this 
connection is that the conditions of domestic 
labour in Ireland have been very much improved 
of late. Capable servants can now command 
quite a high . Their working hours are 
not too long, they are afforded plenty of 
opportunity for amusement and recreation. 


COUNTRY GIRLS. 


The demand for domestic labour at the gs 
sent time is fairly large. It is quite true 
in the new is always a great number 
of part med at servants’ registries from 
mistresses requiring maids, eic.

we could not expect that it would make 
no blunders, The statement which its 
Ministry of Education issued last Satur- 
day is a bad blunder. It appears that the 
Ministry was told that the Commissioners 
of National Education had sanctioned 
attendance of school children at a forth- 
coming picture-show in a Dublin theatre, 
and had agreed that attendance at the 
show should count as attendance at school.. 
The statement says that the Minister (Mr. 
Fionan Lynch) “entirely disapproves” of 
the action of the Commissioners and “ has 
called upon them immediately to withdraw 
the official sanction given to these pro- 
posed performances,”’ It is probable, we 
think, that the statement is based on a 
misapprehension of some sort. The Com- 
missioners, so far as we know, never have 
allowed attendances at theatrical perform- 
ances, however edifying, to count as 
attendances at school. If they have made 
such a concession now, Mr. Lynch was 
entitled to disapprove of it; but he was 
bound to ask them for an explanation 
before he decided to rebuke them publicly. 
In any case, the terms of his rebuke ought 
to have been jess peremptory and harsh. 
There is no suggestion in the statement 
that Mr. Lynch asked the Commissioners 
for any explanation. We hope that the 
Free State does not intend to jettison all 
the old conventions of the public service. 
Some measure of courtesy was due, we 
think, to the bishops and other gentlemen 
who are giving their time and energy to 
the welfare of the schools, 

The Ministry's statement leaves in some | 
doubt the cause of Mr. Lynch’s displeasure 
with the Commissioners. Is he annoyed 
because of their alleged willingness toallow 
attendance at a theatre to count as attend- 
ance at school, or is his censure based on 
the character of the theatrical perform- 
a picture-show . of the 
Palestine Expedition. and of Colonel 
Lawrence’s work in Arabia? For our- 
selves, we assume that Mr. Lynch’s objec- 
tion is taken on the former ground. We 
assume that he is acting.on a principle 
and will not allow picture-shows to count 
as schools, whether they “screen ” Lord 
Allenby at Jerusalem or Mr. Sean T.: 
O’Kelly at the Irish Race Conference in 
Paris. That is a logical and defensible. 
position, We assume that it is Mr. 
Lynch’s position because to suppose that 
he was banning the Allenby pictures 
merely on account of their subject would 
be to assume that, under the Free State, 
English history will be banned in Trish 
schools. Onur policy is, and will 
be, to make all possible allowances 
for the Provisional Government, which 
needs every ounce of support that 
it cam get. We feel. bound, however, to 
utter this note of warning. The future of 
Irish education is a subject about which 
a very large minority of the Irish people, 
including thousands who never were 
Unionists, is peculiarly anxious, There is 
no other department of public affairs in 
which the inyasion of private liberty is 
moré bitterly resented. Any hint of suth 
invasion ought to be excluded strictly from 
the educational programme of the Irish 
Free State, 

There is another, and a vastly important, 
reason for prudent and patient action in 
Mr. Lynch's Ministry. The barriers be 
tween North and South are beginning to 
fall, and every new day strengthens our 
hope of ultimate unity in Ireland, We; 
may predict, however, that the last barrier 
to fall will be- the educational barrier. 
Generations have: buttressed it on either 
side with countless props of suspicion, 
jealousy, hatred, and misunderstanding. 
Some day, if all goes well; we may 
have a common system for the whole 
Fer the present, however, 
the North will watch with sleepless 
vigilance the policy and procedure. of 
the Southern Ministry of Education. It, 
will be keen to observe any symptoms of. 
bigotry or injustice. It has a substantial 
fear that in a united Ireland attempts 
might be made to use the Irish ggiacat 
as an instrument of tyranny. It is waiting 
now to learn whether the teaching of Irish 
in the Southern schools is to be made, 
directly or indirectly, a test of loyalty 
to the Free State, or is to be merely the 
subject of such reasonable encouragement 
as would be acceptable to Irishmen of all 
parties and creeds. If Northern hopes 
receive a set-back in this matter, the 
cause of Irish unity will suffer a heavy 
blow.

An Independent Egypt. 


A statement which has just been issued 
by the Foreign Office foreshadows an im- 
portant change of policy in Egypt. Sub 
ject to the approval of Parliament, Britain 
is about to concede the full principle of 
Egyptian independence, The Protectorate 
which was declared in 1914 will. be de- 
nounced; a Parliamentary Constitution 
will be granted to the Egyptian people;

Now, in certain parts of the world it is cus- 
bee to pay the family doctor when there is 
no sickness, and stop payment when treatment 
is neceasary. Such a.custom must give rise to 
unending legal difficulties, more especially in an 
age such as the present, when what are called 
“functional diseases’ (that is, maladies of the 
mind or the nerves rather than’of the vital 
organs of the body) are so prevalent. This 
payment of the doctor for prevention rather 
than cure calls attention to an ‘aspect of the 
doctor’s work which there is a tendency to 
overlook. | 4 

For example, the family physician 1s called 
in to see a child whose parents believe 16 is 
suffering from merely a sore throat. 
doctor examines the patient, atid cómes to the 
conclusion that he is possibly dealing with a 
case of diphtheria. A swab is taken, sent to the 
‘aboratory for report, and appropriate treat- 
ment instituted pending the bacteriologist's 
reply to the inquiry. The doctor’s work, how- 
ever, is not endéd; he must go further than 
this, and advise isolation of the patient in 
order to safeguard the other members t 
family until the diagnosis is settled. Moreover, 
should the report confirm the suspicion of 
diphtheria, he must tést the contacts in order 
to be able to recognise eysceptible individuals 
who can be further protected by the imyection 
of anti-toxin. The modern doctor’s work, there- 
fore, divides itself into two parts—-treatment 
and prerention. The first of these he has been 
asked to undertake and will, perhaps, be paid 
for: but the second is a moral obligation which 
he takes upon himself. Four caees of diph- 
theria would be far more profitable tv bim than 
one, but such consideration bas no weight in 
the realm of medical ethics.

efficient scavenging, and housing schemes. This 
work of creating an improved sanitary environ- 
ment is still ing, but it has its limita- 
tions, and it is now becoming more and more 
realised that the first and most important essen- 
tial for improving health is the enhghtenment 
of the people. They must be taught to live 
healthy lives, so that they can resist disease; 
they must know how disease in its early stages 
can be recognised, and how the spread of in- 
fectious disease can be avoided.

We 
are only now, as knowledge. grows, becoming 
aware of the immeasurable part played by 
ignorance in the realm of disease. It is hardly 
too much to say that, in proportion as 
knowledge spreads in a population, disease and 
incapacity decline, and this becomes more evi- 
dent as the gross forms of pandemic disease 
are overcome. As in the individual, so in the 
community, knowledge is the sheet anchor of 
preventive medicine—-knowledge of the way of 
health, knowledge of the causes and channels 
of. disease, knowledge of remedy.”’ 

Ifthe Irish Free State is to be happy and 
successful it must first. improve the general con- 
ditions under which thé people exist, and safe- 

ard the health of the future generation.. Un- 

ealthy people are not happy. The politician 
and administrator to whom her future has been 
entrusted must ensure that if slavery is the 
mother of sickness, the offsprings of freedom 
must be healthy, sturdy sons.

WORLD OF BLUE SKIES. 


Recent astronomical research (says the Rev 
Hector Macpherson, writing in “ Discovery ” 
has emphasised the difference rather than the 
analogies between Mars and the Earth. 

Thus we know that the surface of Mars is 
comparatively flat—that there are no mountains 
worthy of the name on our neighbouring world; 
nor are there any bodies of water on the 
Martian surface; if ever there were permanent 
oceans they have long since disappeared. The 
planet's atmosphere, too, is very rare—* thinner 
ut least by half,” according fo Lowell, “ than 
the air upon the summit of the Himalayas ” ; 
and its surface-pressure, Pickering believes, is 
likely ‘to lie between one-half and one-tenth cf 
that at the Earth’s surface. ; 

The Martian atmosphere is much clearer than 
ours. It is not, however, absolutely cloudless. 
“ Clouds,”’ Pickering wrote in 1914, “ are nearly 
always visible on the disc, but they are not 
usually reported because they ere difficult to 
observe. . In the polar regions the clouds 
are sometimes so white as to. be with difficulty 
distinguished from the snow. After they have 
disappeared at the poles, the ground is often 
seen to be white with freshly-tallen snow. Some- 
times cloud-masses partially conceal a whole 
hemisphere, and cloudy nights appear to be 
frequent.”’ 

During the opposition of 1920, the observere 
at. the Lowell Observatory were impressed by 
the unnsual hasiness and cloudiness of the 
Martian atmosphere. But we may say that 
Mars is usually a world of blue skies and 
bright sunshine.

‘After Ireland, Egypt. According to the 

“Diplomatic Correspondent” of the 
Observer, the British Government is pre 
pared in principle to grant full independ- 
ence to Egypt, and will issue to-riorrow a 
document defining» the exact length to 
which it is prepared to go. There are, 
apparently, to: be only two limitations, 
One is that Britain must be the pars- 
mount foreign Power. dealing with Egypt, 
and the other that British communica- 
tions through Egypt to the East must be 
safeguarded. Fhe “ Diplomatic Corre- 
spondent’’ expects that “ Egyptians, as 
well as many Englishmen, will gasp with 
leasure when they read to-morrow $ 
jovernment statement.” He also says— 
meaning, I fancy, the exact opposite— 
that “the Government need have little 
fear that public opinion will be with 
them.”’ 

At Bolton Mr. Asquith does not appear 
to have added very much to what he had 
said in his previous speeches. There 
were, however, two passages which 
puzzled me a hittle. After remarking 
that we required a European settlement, 
“with a full recognition of the actual 
facts,” he said that this implied not only 
“a very large and sensible reduction of 
the claims made as against our late 
enemies,’’ but also “the complete wipina 
out, so far as the European Allies wero 
concerned, of all questions of debit and 
credit between them.” But he said 
nothing about America. Does he really 
mean that we should absolve France and 
Italy from their indebtedness to us, and 
yet remain liable to repay the hundreds 
of millions: that we borrowed from the 
United States, and immediately passed on 
to our European Allies? If so, I do not 
think that he will find it a popular 
policy. : 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


Then, with regard to the League of 
Nations, Mr. Asquith has fallen into line, 
behind Lord Grey, and agrees with him 
that the time has come for the Supreme 
Council to stand aside and leave interna- 
tional affairs to the League. That means, 
I suppose, that Mr. Asquith is in favour 
ot dropping the Genoa Conference. But 
here again he seems to have forgotten tne 
United States. One of the chief advan- 
taves of the Genoa Conference is that 
there is, at least, a possibility ol 
America’s taking part in it, whereas there 
is no chance at present of her overcoming 
her objections to joining the League. | 
can only hope that Mr. Asquith was im- 
perfectly heard, and that he was really 
not so oblivious of these consideraticns 
as the report suggests. 

It is not surprising to learn that the 
prospect of Austria’s receiying an imme- 
diate joint loan from France and Britain 
hascaused a wave of optimism in Viennese 
financial circles, which has produced a 
considerable fall in foreign exchanges. 
Nevertheless, our Government ought to be 
extremely cautious to ascertain, before it 
pledges the credit of this country, that 
the loan will really have a permanent 
effect upon Austrian stability, and will 
not be mercly thrown into a slough. 


AUSTRIAN MONEY. 


Obviously, the first thing on which the 
ending Powers must insist is a check 
upon the issue of paper money. So long 
as the Austrian Government's printing 
presses are turning out bank notes, as 
they have been doing lately, at the rate 
of three miliards of kronen (the 
equivalent at pre-war exchange of 
£120,000,000 sterling ) every day, it is 
obvious that things must go from bad to 
worse. Mr. Vivian tells us that a manual 
labourer now earns 30,000 crowns a week, 
and a taxi-driver 55,000 crowns a week ; 
while, on the other hand, a mán nomin- 
ally possessing £10,000 a year finds that 
in purchasing power it is worth about 
£10. }Mr. Vivian sees the only hope for 
the future in the establishment oí a 
strong federation comprising all the con- 
stituents of the old Empire on equal 
terms. 

Fiftv-three Cardinals are expected 10 
attend the Conclave.

Public interest in the wedding of 
Princess Mary is imereasing as the date 
approaches, and hundreds of applications 
for seats are being received at Westminster 
Abbey, although it has been stated on 
more than one occasion that the Dean oi 
Westminster is not responsible for the 
allocation of seats on this occasion. That 
task lies with the Lord Chamberlain, who 
must be seriously disturbed as to how he 
is going to accommodate the thousands wh» 
are expecting an invitation. The chairs, 
which are to be placed im the chancel o! 
the Abbey for the use of the Royal Family 
and other distinguished guests, are to be 
brought from Buckingham T'lace, and 
will include some of those which were used 
for the wedding of the Princess Royal .to 
the late Duke of Fife. 

1 am told by one in close touch with the 
fur trade that a number of tailless ermine 
skins are now being made into a coat to 
the order of Princess Mary.

—that is the duty of the Church. 5 

lé is not the duty of the Church to assist 
in building up Governments or in pulling down 
Governments. That is not her duty. It is 
always her policy to support a Government that 
is duly established—a Government that is duly 
founded on the wishes of the people, because 
the Catholic idea] is union between Church and 
State, the one helping the other. 


GOVERNMENT. 


THE PEOPLE’S RIGHTS. 


It may be that even though agGovernment 
is lawfully and constitutionally established. 
another party is trying to get a new form of 
Government. That is the case in every country. 
Whilst the people are free, withm the moral law 
and the eternal laws of justice and charity, to 
bring avout a change of Government, the Church 
always points out that the essential functions 
of government must continue. No agitation 
can interfere with that. We must have police, 
we must have an army, more or less; we musi 
have courts of justice to maintain the rights 
of the people, to maintain law and order. 

[ think you will all agree with that proposi- 
tion. Whilst agitations may go on, those 
functions must continue intact, and the people 
must support the Government. No man can 
serve two masters, and no country can be ruled 
by two masters. There must be only one 
master at a time; there must be only one 
army; and there must be only one police force 
functioning under one supreme authority. No 
man c i qtiestion the soundness of that 
philosep.y, and that is the policy and teaching 
of i’ “hurch.

FAMINE HORRORS IN RUSSIA. 


Because several reports from the famine dis, 
triet etate that children fattened on Americar 
reilaf administration diet were being killed an: 
eaten by insane parents (the Chicago ied and 
Crerespondent cables from Riga), the Chresvr# 
chafka 1s now preparing to guard children hok 
ing American ration tickets. 

No official penalty for cannibalism has ye 
been proclaimed, but a new decree i: exrected 
shortly proclaiming it punishable bv death 
Daily reports are being received at the Sovie 
Legation here, each succeeding the previous 
one in the horror of ite details. 

In one town a small restaurant, opened r: 
cently, became weloome for its tasty me! 
dishes, and man Government officia’s 
patronised it. Now the two women proprietors 
are in jail, and the Chresmychaika has the r 
mains of two children as evidence. 

In Great Gusthina, also in Samare, the 
Government office of the Co-operative Societ 
reports that 10Ibe. of boiled human flesh were 
traded recently for grain at Lubemov, in the 
district of Busuluk, where the American 
quarters are active. Many bodies have been 
found in the roadways with the flesliv parts 
carved away. 

In Slavenko. in the same district, a peasan‘ 
woman divided the hod~ of her fifteen-year-old 
girl between her three surviving children. 
Rosa, the official Soviet telecraph agencr. 
states that these are not isolated cases. but tha! 
they are typical of the conditions at present 
prevailing in the famine districts.

PROTEST AGAINST A 
RESOLUTION. 


A resolution congratulating the Prime 
Minister on the settlement of the Irikh question 
brought on a storm at a special general meeting 
of the Law Society held in London. 

The resolution stood in the name of the Pre- 
sident, Mr. J. J. D. Botherwell, and imme- 
diately it was reached a me 'mber jumped up, 
and to shouts of “ Hear, hear,” moved that it 
should not be put. The President re plied that 
the resolution was proposed by him with the 
consent of the Council. He regarded it as a 
purely domestic matter as between themselves 
and the Prime Minister, their most  distin- 
guished member, and the resolution was drawn 
up so as to avoid, as he thought, any political 
signilicance. 

His view was that they were entitled to be 
proud of the fact that a member of that 
Society had brought about a settlement of 
problem that for gener tions had been 
insoluble. Although in s cons'd>red 
there was nothing of political flavour 
the resolution, the fact remained that some 
members were of the contrary opinion, and 
seeing that there was no chance of its being 
carried with unanimity that day he would not 
move it. This announcement was greeted with 
cheers. 

Afterwards several members rose to speak at 
once, and one, amid mixed cries of “ Order” 
and “ Hear, hear,” said that he moved a resolu- 
tion expressing regret at the action of the 
President. Another member exclaimed that he 
seconded the resolution, but the President de 
clared the meeting closed. 


RAILWAY SMASH BLAME.
